I n addition to our red, 
blue and gray galleries, the 
Lyme Art Association is going 
“green,” in keeping with the 
spirit of the times. Many 
of you have asked where the 
paper catalogues for exhibitions 
have gone. . .so I thought Ld 
take this opportunity to answer 
this question and list the other 
efforts the LAA is making on behalf of going “green.” 


• We no longer print paper catalogues that often 
ranged up to 8 pages. Flipping through so many 
pages resulted in crumpled or rolled copies that 
couldn’t be reused. Each catalogue was outdated in 
about two weeks, as artists brought in replacement 
paintings to hang where others were sold and 
removed. We save a lot of paper and ink by just 
updating the plastic tags that sit to the right of each 


painting or sculpture. 

• We have installed new recycle bins in the office and 
studio areas. Students do use them! 

• We are using a recycled paper towel in the 
bathrooms, smaller than standard size. 

• We no longer send out prospectuses time and time 
again, for each exhibition. They are now all online for 
the remainder of the 2008 exhibitions. 

• All the paper we buy for our printer is recycled. 

I encourage all of you to help the LAA by coming 
up with other ideas that will work well here to help us 
save dollars and conserve our valuable resources.

Oince 1921, when our gallery first 
vJ opened, the Lyme Art Association has 
honored the amazing work of our Elected 
Artists. This year marked the 87th annual 
Elected Artists’ Exhibition, from Friday, 
May 2 through Saturday, June 21. 54 of 
the current 93 Elected Artists exhibited 
their works, including all 8 of our newly 
Elected Artists for 2007, for a total of over 
175 paintings and sculptures displayed. 

“This is a unique and eagerly anticipated 
show for collectors and buyers of fine art,” 
notes Anna T. Grenier, LAA Director. 

“And we were extremely lucky to have 
Amy Kurtz Lansing, Curator of the 
Florence Griswold Museum, to be our 
judge.” 

First place was awarded to Katherine 
Simmons for her oil. Reflections on the 
Marsh, which sold quickly. Simmons is 
President of the Connecticut Plein Air 
Painters Society and served on LAA’s 
APEC. Both her oils and her pastel 
landscapes are known for their layered 
colors and expressive strokes. One viewer 
was heard to remark, “I love how much 
movement she puts into her paintings.” 

Second place went to Jennifer Holmes 
for her oil, Westview Sunset. Holmes 
also paints with expressive strokes and 
yellows, peaches, grays and lavenders often 

are the dominant colors in her dramatic 
landscapes. 

Third place went to Kerry Eaton’s oil, 
Louvre Duet, which also sold quickly. 

Eaton uses a loose brushstroke style and 
enjoys painting people engaged in everyday 
activities in Connecticut and Maine scenes. 

Honorable Mentions were awarded 
to Christine Karpinski’s oil. Mountain 
Morning, and Sandra Wakeen’s oil, A 
Balanced Pear. 

Amy Kurtz Lansing expressed in her 
Judge’s Statement her pleasure at judging 
“the diverse and impressive talent that 
falls under the umbrella of the Lyme Art 
Association. Whether large or small in 
scale, the artists’ works evince discipline 
and ambition.” 

“Their depictions of New England 
architecture record the play of light and 
shadow over the quaint structures that 
give this region its distinctive character. . . 
Outside the field of landscape painting, the 
offerings are equally rich. Imaginatively 
composed still-lifes exhibit deftly observed 
textures and palpable volumes. . . As a 
whole, this year’s Elected Artists Exhibition 
attests to the vitality of the artistic tradition 
in New England,” she noted.

- 6 framed works if a painter, 

- 3 sculpture with pedestals as 

needed if a sculptor, 

- Or both, if applying for both. 

Your application must include: 

- Application form, inventory sheet 

and tags attached to each work. 

- A $40 application fee. 


Process of Seclection 

Screening Committee decides whose 
works move on to the second phase. 
Elected Artists visit display and vote in 
person by sealed ballot. Approval is by 
2/3s majority of those voting. Written 
Notice of results will be sent to the 
applicants.

With 
this understanding, the student of painting seeks 
the simplification and orchestration of these 
interdependent elements of painting. The real 
quest is for unity of design and concept. Topics 
addressed will include: pictorial design, posing and 
lighting of the subject, “warm” and “cool” light 
sources, and more!
